Ho was an Indian with 
a strong lU'tn ntul a heavy hatchet, and 
ho cut a big swath at every swing. 
Ho fought 011 tho sldo of England, 
home and beauty, and ho made llio 
wild west show of tho day j net hum. 
Ha Is Snld to havo boon a great man.

Tho wound develop- 
cd into malignant odema. which is 
precisely the character ol tho anthrax 
of catllo commonly known as black 
.pinner or bloody murrain. Djath 
caiuo very rapidly In spite of tho 
best irentmeni. to considered, but 
which, consisting of frequent dotes of 
whisky, was of very questionable 
vtiliie; for In tho treatment of cattlo 
affected with this diseaso antiseptics 
nro found of ihc greatest uso and 
carbonnccons stimulants would be be- 
lieved to add to the danger. Tho 
pTOfttcst 0MM should bt exorcised In 
handling all animals which dio of this 
disorder, nnd Indeed of tiny othordls- 
case, for oven whon no virulent diseaso 
has apponrod tho dead curcass de- 
velops in tho rapid decomposition a 
elats of poisons which are exceedingly 
dangerous to human lifo if absorbed 
into tho blood through a wound or 
scratch upon Iho skin.— N. J'.
